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MORTALITY. 


'The  Death  Rate  is  obtained  by  adding  the  deaths  of 
persons  in  Institutions  outside  the  district,  formerly  resident  in 
the  i district.  189  deaths  were  registered  : 106  males  and  88 
females,  this  is  31  more  than  1912.  Two  were  uncertified. 
The  Death  Rate  was  13*4,  as  compared  with  11*65  in  1912.  It  is 
*2  lower  than  the  Death  Rate  of  England  and  Wales.

For  other  causes  I refer  vou  to  Table  III,  from  which  you 
will  observe  that  although  we  had  a severe  epidemic  of  Infectious 
Disease  very  few  fatal  cases  occurred.  The  Zymotic  Death  Rate 

was  1 . 

The  Death  Rate  from  Phthisis  was  *28,  which  is  very  low 
compared  with  other  districts,  particularly  agricultural  ones. 

I have  been  convinced  for  many  years  that  coal  miners 
working  under  good  conditions,  suffer  less  from  Pulmonary  Tuber- 
culosis than  any  other  class  in  the  country.  Most  of  the  cases 
occuring  inyour  District  are  the  dependants  of  miners,  or  from  the 
agricultural  parts.  Another  dread  disease  which  seems  infrequent 
amongst  colliers  is  Cancer. 

INFANTILE  MORTALITY 

57  Infants  died  under  1 year  ; 14  more  than  in  1912. 
This  gives  an  Infantile  Death  Rate  of  136,  which  is  46  higher 
than  the  previous  year.  This  seems  greater  owing  to  the  difference 
in  the  Birth  Rate  of  1912,  as  compared  with  1913.

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SANITARY  CONDITIONS. 

Many  improvements  have  taken  place  ; most  of  the  property 
in  the  district  has  been  connected  with  the  new  sewers  where 
that  was  possible,  and  your  officials  are  working  as  diligently 
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as  may  be  to  enforce  property  owners  to  remedy  insanitary 
conditions.  I am  sorry  to  say  that  much  remains  to  be  done. 
I would  like  to  see  all  the  private  streets,  which  are  at  present 
in  a very  bad  condition,  taken  .over  by  the  Council  and  put  in  a 
thorough  state  of  repair.  Many  of  the  back  yards  need  paving 
or  asphalting. 

There  have  been  complaints  during  the  year  concerning 
the  unsatisfactory  condition  of  the  sewage  effluent  at  Wales,  and 
of  smells  arising  from  the  sewage  beds  at  Anston.  I believe  these 
conditions  are  being  or  have  been  dealt  with  by  the  Surveyor. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Most  of  the  District  is  now  supplied  with  the  Sheffield 
water.  Thorpe  Salvin,  which  I reported  last  year  as  suffering 
from  shortage  of  water,  has  now  been  supplied.  Many  samples 
were  taken  for  analysis,  and  where  unsatisfactory  reports  were 
received,  owners  of  property  were  compelled  to  connect  up  with 
your  mains.  There  seems  to  me  now  no  reason  why  all  the 
houses  in  the  thickly  populated  portions  of  the  District  should 
not  have  a plentiful  supply  of  water. 

MILK  SUPPLY. 

The  total  number  of  cow  sheds  is  71,  owned  by  52  people. 
There  are  9 milk  sellers  who  are  also  cow-keepers,  and  11  who  do 
not  keep  cows.  There  have  been  131  inspections  during  the  year, 
and  the  general  conditions  were  found  to  be  good.  The  approxi- 
mate number  of  milch  cows  is  444  ; these  are  all  in  good 
condition  and  kept  very  clean.  I would  like  to  add  that  most  of 
the  suggestions  made,  have  been  carried  out  by  the  owners  ; they 
seem  anxious  to  meet  the  wishes  of  vour  officials. 


OTHER  FOODS. 

As  there  are  no  public  markets  in  the  District  there  is 
practically  no  unsound  food  exposed  for  sale,  none  being  seized 
during  the  year. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

There  are  1G  Slaughter-houses,  all  of  which  are  registered. 
The  condition  is  good.  They  have  been  immensely  improved 
during  the  last  few  years.  I believe  they  all  have  a supply  of  the 
Sheffield  water  in  them  now.  This  is  a great  advantage  as  they 
can  be  kept  clean. 

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

These  have  been  thoroughly  inspected.  94  visits  having 
been  paid — 11  notices  were  sent,  G for  want  of  cleanliness  ; 2, 
lack  of  drainage,  and  3 for  other  nuisances.  All  these  have  now 
been  remedied.  I refer  you  to  the  Factories  and  Workshops 
Table  for  further  details. 
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SB  WAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

Fhe  sewers  are  now  much  more  satisfactory  than  previously, 
especially  in  the  more  congested  parts  of  the  District. 

The  condition  of  Harthill  and  Firvale  has  been  somewhat 
improved  since  my  last  report,  especially  the  outfall  works.  The 
sewers  in  these  villages  are  of  a somewhat  obsolete  type.  I believe 
most  of  them  are  of  the  old  stone  variety  ; I am  afraid  this 
matter  will  have  to  be  tackled  sooner  or  later.  I am  fully  aware 
of  the  opinion  that  because  infectious  disease  is  not  rampant  that 
the  sewage  is  alright.  The  cesspool  still  remaining  at  Dinnington 
ought  to  be  done  away  with  : I understand  the  Surveyor  has  the 
matter  in  hand. 

Public  scavenging  is  adopted  at  Dinnington,  Wales,  Anston, 
Todwick,  and  Harthill.  This  is  done  in  a fairly  satisfactory 
manner,  but  I am  of  opinion  that  some  of  the  scavengers  have  no 
regular  system  of  doing  their  work  ; they  do  not  completely 
empty  the  ashpits.  The  excrement  is  carried  on  to  the  land,  which 
I think  is  one  of  the  most  suitable  wavs  of  dealing  with  it  ; the 
contractors  have  no  difficulty  in  disposing  of  it  to  the  farmers. 
House  refuse  is  conveyed  to  tips,  principally  disused  quarries, 
except  at  Dinnington  where  there  is  a destructor.  I am  afraid 
that  a considerable  quantity  of  refuse  is  still  being  deposited  in 
Doe  Quarry,  Dinnington,  and  as  this  quarry  is  now  suriounded 
by  many  houses  this  should  not  be  permitted. 

SCHOOLS. 

The  Schools  still  maintain  their  satisfactory  condition. 
I am  sorry  to  have  to  report  that  it  was  found  necessary  to  close 
the  schools  at  Kiveton  Park  because  of  an  epidemic  of  scarlet 
fever. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

I regret  very  much  having  to  report  an  enormous  increase 
in  the  number  of  Infectious  Diseases.  There  were  57  cases  of 
Scarlet  Fever  as  compared  with  4 in  1912.  17  cases  of  Erysipelas 

as  compared  with  4 in  the  previous  year.  The  number  of 
Diphtheria  cases  was  the  same,  viz.  : 22.  An  increase  of  5 cases 
of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  against  1912.  There  were  also  10 
cases  of  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis.  I might  explain  here,  that, 
previous  to  February  1913,  only  Poor  Law  cases  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  were  notifiable  ; now  all  are,  irrespective  of  class. 
Other  tubercular  diseases  were  not  notifiable  even  in  Poor  Law 
cases,  so  that  what  seems  to  be  a large  increase  in  tubercular 
disease,  is  really  not  so.  I am  at  a loss  to  explain  the  increase  in 
Erysipelas.  The  other  notifiable  disease  was  a case  of  Enteric 
Fever  at  Anston. 
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17  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  removed  to  hospital,  5 being 
nursed  at  home  ; it  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  no  death  occurred 
from  this  disease.  14  cases  of  Diphtheria  occurred  at  Dinnington  ; 
many  of  them  very  slight.  Most  of  these  were  confirmed  by 
bacteriological  examination,  which  probably  would  not  have  been 
detected  except  by  this  method.  I think  now  that  the  County 
Council  have  an  up-to-date  laboratory  at  Wakefield,  where 
they  are  prepared  to  do  this  work,  all  medical  men  should  take 
advantage  of  it  where  the  slightest  doubt  exists  as  to  diagnosis. 

32  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  occurred  at  Wales,  5 at  Dinnington, 
7 at  Harthill  with  Thorpe,  5 at  Todwick.  46  cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever  were  removed  to  hospital  ; 11  cases  were  nursed  at  home. 
Many  of  the  houses  where  the  fever  occurred  at  Kiveton  Park 
were  over-crowded.  It  is  very  difficult  to  say  how  this  outbreak 
originated  ; a rumour  was  spread  in  Kiveton  Park  that  a child 
attended  school  when  it  was  desquamating.  After  most  careful 
investigation  by  myself  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  we  came  to  the 
conclusion  that  there  was  no  ground  for  this  tale.  I believe  the 
cases  at  Todwick  were  contracts,  as  a child  attended  Church  in  a 
peeling  condition;  I would  have  advised  you  to  take  drastic 
measures  in  this  case,  but  I believe  the  parents  were  ignorant  of 
the  nature  of  the  child’s  condition.  A possible  explanation  of  the 
cause  of  the  outbreak  is,  the  prevalence  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  all  the 
surrounding  districts,  whose  hospitals  were  full,  so  that  they  were 
unable  to  take  further  cases  during  the  summer,  at  various  times. 
Everything  was  done  to  stamp  out  the  disease  ; houses  and  schools 
being  thoroughly  disinfected.  Two  deaths  occurred  from  Scarlet 
Fever. 

HOUSING. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  has  been  busily  engaged  since  his 
appointment,  making  a house-to-house  inspection  under  the  Housing- 
Town-Planning  Act.  A large  amount  of  overcrowding  has  been 
found  as  far  as  the  investigation  has  gone.  Very  many  houses 
contain  two  families,  and  in  a few  cases  even  three.  Dinnington 
and  Kiveton  Park  seem  very  short  of  houses,  and  in  my  opinion 
250  houses  would  quickly  find  tenants  in  these  parishes  ; very 
many  workmen  coming  from  long  distances  to  their  employment. 

We  have  adopted  the  Common  Lodging-house  standard 
requirement,  viz. : 300  cubic  feet  of  air  space  for  each  adult 

and  counting  two  children  as  one  adult.  Now,  in  my  opinion, 
this  is  not  nearly  enough,  as  the  bedrooms  are  occupied  in  private 
houses  much  longer  than  they  are  in  lodging-houses,  and  the 
ventilation  is  not  as  good.  In  a colliery  district  where  men  are  on 
different  shifts,  the  beds  are  almost  constantly  occupied.  If  the 
air-space  was  increased  to  500  cubic  feet  for  each  adult,  which  is 
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little  enough,  consistent  with  good  health,  it  would  be  advantageous. 
No  workman’s  dwellings  should  be  built  with  fewer  than  three 
bedrooms,  scullery,  dining  room  and  front  room. 

I am  afraid  your  Council  will  have  to  consider  the  question 
of  housing  the  people,  unless  private  enterprise  steps  in  quickly. 
At  present  it  is  very  difficult  to  abate  the  over-crowding,  as  the 
people  have  nowhere  to  go,  and  we  cannot  turn  them  into  the 
roads.  I understand  that  a new  colliery  is  to  be  sunk  in  the  near 
future  at  Anston  ; this  will  mean  a large  increase  in  the  population, 
and  necessarily  more  houses.  I feel  very  strongly  on  this  question  ; 
nothing  is  more  conducive  to  the  spread  of  infectious  disease  than 
overcrowding.  There  seems  to  be  a house  famine  in  the  New 
Yorkshire  Coal-field. 

In  conclusion,  I hope  to  find  at  the  end  of  the  present 
year  that  the  overcrowding  is  abated.  I am  sure  that  you,  as  the 
Sanitary  Authority,  will  do  all  that  lies  in  your  power  co  lessen  this 
evil. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES . 

Only  one  Common  Lodging  House  is  registered  in  the 
District,  and  during  the  year  it  has  been  quite  satisfactory.  For 
other  particulars  of  the  work  done  during  the  year  I refer  you  to 
Table  C,  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  report. 

PHYSICAL  FEATURES . 

The  country  is  of  a hilly  nature,  the  soil  is  sandy  in  parts, 
and  well  wooded.  The  magnesium  limestone  is  found  to  exist  in 
other  parts.  The  principal  occupations  of  the  inhabitants  are  coal 
mining,  agricultural  pursuits,  stone  quarrying  with  lime  works. 

The  District  is  traversed  by  the  Great  Central  Railway  with 
a branch  line  which  runs  from  Shireoaks  to  Doncaster.  There  is 
also  a Canal  which  is  not  now  navigable. 

I wish  once  more,  Gentlemen,  at  the  end  of  another  year, 
to  thank  you  for  your  extreme  kindness  and  courtesy  to  me  on  all 
occasions,  and  for  the  valuable  assistance  and  advice  I have 
received  from  several  of  your  Members.

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Housing  Accommodation. 

The  Inspection  of  Dwellinghouses  under  the  Housing  and  Town  Planning 
Act  is  now  regularly  carried  out,  and  many  Cottages  were  placed  in  habitable 
repair  during  the  year.  No  less  than  69  statutory  notices  were  served  under 
Section  15  of  the  Act  (Repairing  Section). 

A special  report  upon  overcrowding,  etc.,  at  Kiveton  Park  has  recently  been 
prepared,  and  this  report  will  doubtless  receive  the  serious  consideration  of  the 
Council  during  the  forthcoming  year. 

House  Drainage. 

The  inspection  and  examination  of  all  new  drains  is  carried  out  by  the 
Surveyor  and  myself,  and  generally  tested  with  the  water  or  smoke  test.  Any 
defects  found  have  been  remedied  before  the  drains  have  been  allowed  to  be 
covered. 

The  number  of  inspections  or  examinations  made  by  the  Sanitary  In- 
spector during  the  year  were  211,  while  the  existing  drains  of  four  houses 
were  also  tested  ; two  were  found  to  be  defective,  and  the  defects  remedied 
forthwith. 


Removal  of  House  Refuse. 

This  work  is  done  by  contract  in  the  Parishes  of  Anston,  Dinnington, 
Wales,  Waleswood,  and  the  Firvale  District  of  Harthill.  Anston  is  divided 
into  two  districts,  Dinnington  three  districts,  and  Wales  two  districts.  The 
contents  of  the  privies  and  earth  (pail)  closets  are  taken  to  farmers  for  use  on 
the  land,  while,  with  the  exception  of  Dinnington,  the  contents  of  the  ashpits 
and  ashbins  are  deposited  at  the  several  tips  situated  in  the  district.  At 
Dinnington  this  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  the  destructor.  The  work  cannot  be 
said  to  have  given  general  satisfaction,  and  frequently  complaints  are  received 
of  neglect  to  empty,  chiefly  the  ashpits.  The  Contractors,  however,  attend 
to  the  work  forthwith,  on  receipt  of  notice  from  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 


Disinfection. 

Upon  removal  to  hospital  or  recovery  of  a patient  after  suffering  from 
an  infectious  disease,  the  clothing  and  premises  are  forthwith  disinfected. 
The  bedding  being  disinfected  by  steam  at  Swallownest  Isolation  Hospital, 
while  the  premises  are  disinfected  with  formalin,  using  both  liquid,  in  the 
form  of  a spray,  and  tablet,  in  the  form  of  a lamp,  for  this  disinfection. 

Number  of  visits  to  premises  where  infectious  disease  occurred,  403. 
Houses  disinfected  86  ; Schools  disinfected  3. 

Canal  Boats . 

Several  visits  were  made  to  the  canal  during  the  year,  but  only  one  boat 
was  seen.  No  contraventions  of  the  Acts  or  Regulations  were  found  upon 
inspection.  The  tunnel  between  Killamarsh  and  Kiveton  Park  which  fell  in 
in  1909,  has  not  been  repaired,  and  the  canal  is  little  used.  No  application 
for  registration  was  made  during  the  year. 


'Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act. 

Seven  samples  of  milk  have  been  taken  and  sent  to  the  County  Analyst 
at  Bradford  for  analysis.  Six  of  the  samples  were  certified  as  “ genuine,” 
and  one  “ 6 per  cent,  deficient  in  milk  fat.”  Proceedings  were  not  taken 
against  the  vendor  of  this  latter  sample. 
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Water  Supply . 

The  Parishes  of  Anston,  Dinnington,  Harlhill  and  Woodall,  Thorpe  Salvin, 
Todwick  and  Wales,  having  water  mains  in  the  districts,  extended  from  the 
Sheffield  supply,  an  attempt  has  been  made  to  have  all  houses  without  a 
supply  of  water  being  provided,  connected  with  these  mains.  Several  cottages 
are  still  without  water,  and  are  being  dealt  with.  Samples  of  water  from 
existing  wells  are  also  being  sent  for  analysis.  Number  of  houses  connected 
during  the  year,  111  ; samples  of  water  sent  for  analysis,  32  ; certified  as 
unfit  or  unsatisfactory  for  dietetic  purposes,  13  ; statutory  notices  served  to 
obtain  a supply  of  water,  66. 

Common  Lodging  Houses. 

There  is  only  one  on  the  Register,  situated  at  Dinnington.  It  contains 
three  bedrooms  and  one  day  room,  and  is  registered  for  35  adults.  It  has 
been  inspected  regularly  and  always  found  to  be  in  a clean  and  tidy  condition. 
No  infringement  of  the  byelaws  has  been  found,  nor  has  any  case  of  linfectio  us 
disease  been  reported  during  the  year.  No.  of  inspections  9 ; defects  found,  ni 


Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops. 

There  are  52  cow  keepers  in  the  district,  and  6 milkshops.  The  cowsheds 
have  been  frequently  inspected,  and  were  usually  found  clean  and  in  good 
repair.  Improvements  have,  however,  been  carried  out  in  several  instances. 
The  approximate  number  of  cows  housed  is  444.  Twelve  notifications  were 
received  under  Article  2 of  the  Diseases  of  Animals  Acts,  (Tuberculosis  Order 
of  1913).  The  premises  being  thoroughly  cleansed  and  limewashed  after  removal 
of  the  carcases.  Number  of  Inspections  131  ; defects  remedied,  including 
limewashing,  25. 

Slaughter  Houses. 

There  are  16  licensed  slaughter  houses  in  the  district.  These  were  regularly 
visited  and  generally  found  satisfactory.  Number  of  Inspections,  138  ; defects 
remedied,  2.  The  shops  and  places  used  for  the  sale  of  meat  and  other  foods 
have  also  been  regularly  visited  and  inspected,  and  the  quality  of  food  exposed 
for  sale  was  generally  found  to  be  very  good.  No  seizures  were  made  during 
the  year,  but  there  were  two  stones  of  sprouts  and  one  stone  of  codfish  surrended 
as  unfit  for  human  food. 


Factories  and  Workshops. 

There  are  55  factories,  workshops,  and  workplaces  now  on  the  register. 
All  have  been  visited  at  intervals,  and  any  defects  found  upon  inspection 
remedied.  Number  of  Inspections,  94  ; defects  remedied,  11. 

Conclusion. 

In  conclusion,  I beg  to  thank  the  Sanitary  Committee  for  their  kind  con- 
sideration on  all  matters  brought  forward,  resulting  in  the  standard  of  housing 
and  sanitary  condition  of  the  district  having  been  generally  improved.  Such 
results  could  not  have  been  obtained  except  by  the  help  of  the  Committee  and 
Council.
